Prices  on  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  ad- 
vanced at  most  midwest  terminals  following  three 
straight  weeks  of  lower  prices.     Slaughter  steers 
sold  generally  steady  to  25 t  higher  with  some 
Choice  and  Prime  50#  higher  in  Chicago  and  Sioux 
City.     Heifers  were  largely  steady  to  25 i  higher, 
instances  50#  up;     cows  generally  steady  to  50(f 
lower.     Stockers  and  feeders  were  about  steady. 
Barrows  and  gd'lt's  closed  largely  steady  to  25 1 
higher,   except  mostly  25£  lower  at  Indianapolis 
and  Chicago;     sows   steady  to  SOt  higher.  Slaugh- 
ter lambs  were  uneven,   mostly  steady  to  50£ 
lower,   instances  31.00  off. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Curtailed 
marketings  at  midwest  terminals  influenced  the 
first  advance  on  slaughter  steers  and  heifers 
since  late  January.     Receipts  at  the  12  markets 
totaled  187,000   head,  7   percent  less  than  the 
previous  week,   and  smallest  for  a  full  marketing 
week  since  April,   1960.     Reduced   supplies 
together  with  a  steady  to  Si. 00  higher  trend  on 
steer  and  heifer  beef  influenced  the  moderate  ad- 
vance offsetting  the  bearish  influence  of  the 
non-slaughtering  Washington's  Birthday  holiday. 
Slaughter  steers  were  steady  to  25  #  higher  with 
some  Choice  and  Prime  50£  higher  in  Chicago  and 
Sioux  City.     However,   steers  grading  Standard  to 
low-Choice  in  Chicago  along  with  all  grades  in 
Indianapolis  sold  steady  to  50#  lower.     Heifers 
sold  steady  to  25#  higher,   instances  50£  up,   ex- 
cept weak     to  50#  lower  on  Standard  to  low-Choice 
at  Omaha.  Cows  were  steady  to  50£  lower,   except 
steady  to  50^  higher  at  Kansas  City  and  St. 
Joseph.     Bulls  sold  steady  to  50£  lower  and  veal- 
ers  were  Si. 00-2. 00  lower  in  St.   Paul  and  St. 
Louis.     Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  made  up  the 
bulk  of  the  receipts  at  most  terminals  with  Good 
and  Choice  grades  predominating.     Most  terminals 
received  a  continued  increase  in  the  percentage 
of  Good.     Prime  steers  were  in  very     limited   sup- 
ply at  most  points  and  in  Chicago  the  percentage 
of  Prime  at  15  percent  was  little  changed  from 
the  previous  week. 

Twelve  loads  Prime  1200-1407$   slaughter 
steers  brought  $28.25  in  Chicago  where  bulk 
Choice  and  Prime  900-1400//   sold  at  $25.00-28.00 
with  many  Prime  and  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  from 
$27.00-28.00.     At  other  points  a  few  mixed 
Choice  and  Prime  steers  sold  at  $26.00-27.50 
where  bulk  high-Good  and  Choice  900-1300$  sold 
at  $24.00-26.00.     Loadlots  Choice  and  mixed 
Choice  and  Prime  1300-1600#  steers  brought 
$23.00-27.00  with  Prime  1407/*  $28.25   in  Chicago. 
Good  steers  moved  at  largely  $22.50-25.25.  Mixed 
Choice  and  Prime  heifers  sold  at  $26.00-26.50; 
bulk  Choice  $24.00-26.00.     Good  heifers  brought 
$21.50-24.25.     Utility  and  Commercial  cows 
$14.75-16.50;     Canner  and  Cutter  $13.00-15.50. 


ST0CKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  steers  and  calves 
from  the  10  markets  totaled  24,300,      compared 
24,750  the  previous  week  and  19,500  a  year 
earlier. Stockers  and  feeders  made  up  38  percent  of 
the  receipts  at  Kansas  City  and  20-25  percent  at 
Sioux  City  but  at  most  other  midwest  markets 
supplies  were  scarce.     Trading  was  somewhat  un- 
even but  generally  fairly  active.     Prices  varied 
but  little  from  a  steady  basis,   instances  of 
mild  strength  usually  being  confined   to  stockers 
while  feeder   steers  over  900$  were  weak  in  in- 
stances.    Recent  downturns  in  slaughter  cattle 
prices  coupled  with  estimates  of  liberal  numbers 
on  feed  have  been  factors  prompting  buyers  to 
proceed  rather  cautiously  during  the  past  several 
weeks.     However,     seasonally  widened  interest 
was  shown  for  Choice  550-700#  cattle  that  can  be 
readied  for  the  start  of  a  net;  grazing  season. 

Few  Choice  800-85 0#  feeder  steers  brought 
$25.50  and  a  shipment  Choice  and  Fancy  830# 
reached  $26.25.     Majority  Good  and  Choice  800- 
1050#   sold  from  $22.00-25.00.     Medium  and  low- 
Good  feeders  cashed  at  $19.00-22.50.     Choice  and 
Fancy  510-585#  stock  steers  occasionally  sold 
from  $28.00-32.00  but  most  Good  and  Choice  550- 
750,/  stock  steers  went  from  $23.50-27.25;  Medium 
and  low-Good  $20.00-24.00.     Good  and  Choice 
yearling  heifers  brought  $21.50-25.00,     several 
loads  Choice  550-600$  up  to  $26.00.     Two  loads 
Choice  390-430$  reputation  Wyoming  steer  calves 
brought  $33.00-33.50;     majority  Good  and  Choice 
steer  calves  $26.00-31.50.     Good  and  Choice 
heifer  calves  bulked  $23.00-27.00,     few  $28.00. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Marketings  of 
hogs  at  the  12  markets  totaled   292,000  head, 
slightly  less  than  the  previous  week  and  8  per- 
cent below  a  year  ago.     Washington' s  Birthday, 
which  was  observed  by  packing  plants,   no  doubt 
was  somewhat  of  a  factor  in  reducing  the  supply. 
Bulk  of  the  run  consisted  of  mixed  U.   S.  No.  1-3, 
190-260$  barrows  and  gilts.     There  was,  however, 
a  noticeable  increase  in  the  movement  of  180- 
210$  hogs  at  some  of  the  eastern  Corn  Belt  mar- 
kets.    Sows  made  up  5  to    10     percent  at  the 
various  terminals  with  weights  under  360$  very 
scarce.     Outlets  for  both  barrows  and  gilts  and 
sows  was  dependable  to  local  packers  while  order 
buyer  demand  generally  was  only  moderate.  Despite 
some  unevenness  during  the  week  the  net  change 
in  prices  was  relatively  small.     Barrows  and 
gilts  closed  steady  to  25£  higher  at  most  noin^b, 
extremes  50£  higher  at  St.  Joseph,   however,   pri- 
ces were  mostly  25#  lower  at  Indianapolis  and 
Chicago.     Broad  demand  again  prevailed  for  the 
meager  supply  of  sows  and  especially  for  weights 
over  450$  with  prices  steady  to  50#  higher,   ex- 
cept 25#  lower  at  Chicago. 
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On  Friday,   U.   S.  No.  1-2,   180-240?   barrows 
and  gilts  bulked  at  318.50-18.75,  up  to  $19.00 
at  St.   Paul  and  St.  Joseph.     However,  bulk  of 
the  supply  was  offered  and  sold   in  mixed  U.   S. 
1-3,     180-260$  shipments  at  $17. 75-18. 50, largely 
$18.00-18.50.     U.   S.   1-3,   270-600$   sows  brought 
$15.00-17.50,  most  sales  $15.50-17.00. 

Feeder  pig  prices  closed  fully  steady.  Good 
and  Choice  130-170$  at  Sioux  City  sold  from 
$17.00-17.75,  few  Choice  $18.00  while  Good  and 
Choice  130-160$  at  St.   Paul  brought  $17.50-18.00. 

Hog  receipts  in  the  Interior  Iowa-Southern 
Minnesota  area  totaled  369,000, 9  percent  more 
than  the  previous  week,  but  10     percent  less 
than  a  year  ago.     Barrows  and  gilts  closed 
mostly  steady  to  150  higher,   instances  250  up  on 
weights  over  250$;     sows  mostly  steady,  instances 
150  lower.     Sows  comprised  fully  5  percent  of 
the  total  receipts. 

At  the  close  mixed  U.  S.  1-3  200-240$  bar- 
rows and  gilts,    and  including  some  190-200$ 
cashed  at  $17.50-18.25  with  some  1-2  $18.15- 
18.50.     U.  S.  1-3  270-400$   sows  $15.50-17.00, 
400-550#  $14.35-16.00. 

SHEEP  AND  IAMBS  -  Prices  on  slaughter  lambs 
declined,  despite  reduced  receipts  at  the  12 
markets.     Receipts  at  the  12  markets  totaled 
95,000  head,   compared  114,000  the  previous  week 
and  86,000  a  year  earlier.     Slaughter  lambs 
closed  steady  to  500  lower,   instances  $1.00  off 
on  weights  over  11 0#,  however,  Denver  and  St. 
Louis  were  25-500  higher.     Slaughter  ewes  were 
uneven,   averaging  mostly  steady.     Feeder  and 
shearing  lambs  were  mostly  steady,   instances  500 
lower.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Trading  for  greasy  domestic  worsted 
wools  at  the  Boston  market  was  slow  due  large- 
ly to  scarcity  of  stocks.  Approximately  three 
cars  were  sold  at  about  steady  prices.  Pulled 
wools  were  active  and  prices  were  firm  with 
demand  mostly  for  56s  and  finer  grades.  Noils 
moved  well  early  in  the  week  but  trading  was 
slow  late  in  the  period.  There  were  only  oc- 
casional sales  of  scoured  shorn  wools.  Trading 
on  newly  shorn  wool  was  fairly  active  in 
Arizona  while  range  sales  in  other  territory 
States  were  limited.  Activity  in  Texas  was 
slow  and  little  was  done  in  the  fleece  wool 
States. 

Cabled  reports  from  Australia  at  midweek 
showed  Japan  the  principal  operator  supported 
by  Bradford  with  prices  strong.  In  South  AfrUca 
combing  wools  were  unchanged  with  short  wools 
strong  as  Italy,  Germany  and  Continental 
interests  dominated.  At  Invercargill ,  New 
Zealand  there  was  keen  competition  with  the 
Continent  and  Japan  dominating  and  Bradford 
operating  in  medium  and  coarse  cross-bred  wools 
as  quotations  were  slightly  easier.  The  Monte- 
video market  was  unchanged  with  some  buying 
for  American  account  while  the  Buenos  Aires 
market  held  about  steady. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Activity  in  the  fleece  wool 
States  was  slow  with  prices  unchanged  at  40*-42* 
grease  basis  to  the  growers  in  Ohio  and  Indiana. 
Medium  fleece  lambs  wool  sold  around  80*-81* 
clean  basis. 

Territory  Wools  -  Graded  territory  60/62s 
good  French  combing  and  staple  wool  sold  at  the 
Boston  market  from  $1.04-1.05  clean  basis. 
There  were  occasional  small  sales  of  original 
bag  1960  wools  in  Montana  at  prices  ranging 
mostly  from  41*-43^*  but  some  sales  in  the 
range  of  36*-41*  per  grease  pound  for  mostly 
medium  wools.  Original  bag  bulk  half-blood 
Montana  wool  sold  around  $1.06  clean  basis 
delivered.  Occasional  sales  of  original  bag 
bulk  fine  and  half-blood  new  clip  wools  in 
Arizona  brought  42*-43*  grease  basis  f .o.b. 
and  were  estimated  from  $1.05-1.10  clean  basis 
delivered  Boston. 

Texas  Wools  -  Activity  in  Texas  was  practi- 
cally  at  a  standstill  and  little  was  done  at 
the  Boston  market  as  supplies  were  limited. 

Mohair  -  Cold  and  rainy  weather  in  Texas 
retarded  shearing  with  occasional  lots  of 
mohair  sold  at  9lJ*  for  adult  and  $1.2l|  for 
kid  hair  to  the  warehouse.  Trading  for  mohair 
at  the  Boston  market  was  practically  at  a 
standstill. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Trading  for  spot  foreign 
wools  was  slow.  Quotations  at  week's  end 
follow  with  combing  wools  converted  to  clean

LESS  THAN  CAKLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Dullness  traditionally- 
affiliated  with  early  weeks  of   the  Lenten   season 
was  generally  prevalent   at  Eastern  Seaboard 
markets.      Fresh  meat  purchases  by  most  outletB 
were  very  conservative.     Trading  for  beef  was 
rather   slow  with  best   action  on  forequarters  and 
related  cuts.     Hindquarters  were   slow  for  second 
week,    although  hindquarter  cuts  moved  fairly 
well.     Demand  for  veal   and  calf  was  rather  poor 
at  most  points.     Trading  for  lamb  was  mostly 
slow  with  35-50#  carcasses  and  legs   active;   hind- 
saddles  and  chucks  fair  but  loins   and  ribs  very 
poor.     Loins  were  hardest  to  move  in  the  pork 
division.      Clearance  was  incomplete   at  New  York 
with   some   tonnage  unsold  in  all  divisions  and 
small   carryover  of  lamb  at  Washington,    otherwise 
clearance  generally  complete. 

Steer  beef  closed  steady  to  $1.00  lower; 
cow  beef   steady  to  50/  off;  veal  and  calf  steady 
to  $3.00  lower,    the  bulk  $1.00  off;    lamb  steady 
to  weak  except   steady  to  50/  lower  at  New  York. 
Pork  loins  closed  $1.00-3.00  lower,   except  mostly 
steady  at  New  York;    other  pork  cuts  mostly  steady. 

Prices  for  kosher  steer  forequarters  closed 
steady  to   strong;   lamb   Bteady  to  weak.     Kosher 
veal   and  calf  was  steady  to  $2.00  lower,   mostly 
$1.00-2.00  off. 

CHICAGO  -  Supplies  of  steer  and  heifer  beef 
were  normal  with  Good  and  low-Choice  grades  pre- 
dominating.     Supply  of  lamb  was  normal  with  veal 
and  fresh  pork  moderate.     Bulk  of   the  lamb  was 
comprised  of  50-65#  carcasses.      Trading  on  car- 
cass beef  was  moderately  active   and  prices 
closed  fully  steady  to   strong.     Most  buying 
interests  concentrated  on  beef  forequarters  and 
equivalent  cuts  with  arm  and  squarecut  chucks 
moving  particularly  well.     There  was  a  decidedly 
better  demand  for  ribs  than  any  time  during  the 
previous  week.     Narrow  outlets  for  veal  forced 
prices  lower  for  the  third  consecutive  week.

2.00  lower  and  lamb  steady.      Pork  loins  were  50/- 
$2.00  higher;   Boston  butts  4-8#  and  spareribs  3# 
down  steady. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -   Supplies  of   steer  and  heifer 
beef  were  fully  adequate  with  trading  slow.     Cow 
beef   supplies  were  moderate  and  about   in  balance 
with  the  prevailing  demand.     Trading  was  moder- 
ately active  on  normal   supplies  of  veal  and  calf, 
except  at  Los  Angeles  where  a  generous  supply  of 
calf  encountered  a  slow  trade.     Lamb  supplies 
were  generally  ample  and  trading  only  fair.

LAMB  CROP,   1960 

The  1960  lamb  crop  totaled  21,323,000  head,  1  percent  larger  than  the  21,120,000  lambs  pro- 
duced in  1959  and  10  percent  above  the  1949-58  average,    according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 
The  larger  lamb  crop  resulted  from  a  3  percent  increase  in  the  number  of  ewes  on  hand,     since  the 
lamb  crop  percentage  was  down  2  points. 

The  1960  lamb  crop  percentage     (number  of  lambs  saved  per  100  ewes,  1  year  of  age  or  older 
on  farms  and  ranches  January  1)     was  95  which  is  2  points  below  the  previous  year  but  3  points 
above  the  average. 

The  number  of  breeding  ewes  1  year  old  and  older  on  farms  and  ranches  on  January  1,  1960  was 
3  percent  above  1959  and  ewe  lambs  under  1  year  old  were  approximately  the  same  as  for  January  1, 
1959. 


WESTERN  STATES:     The  1960  lamb  crop  in  the  13  Western  sheep  States   (11  Western,  South  Dakota,   and 
Texas)  totaled  13,906,000  head — 3  percent  above  the  13,467,000  lambs  produced  in  1959  and  13  per- 
cent above  average.     The  number  of  breeding  ewes  1  year  old  and  older  on  farms  and  ranches  on 
January  1,   1960  was  5  percent  above  1959,  while  the  number  of  lambs  saved  per  100  ewes,  at  91, 
was  1  point  below  a  year  earlier.     In  Texas,  where  approximately  15  percent  of  the  Nation's 
lambs  are  produced,   the  1960  lamb  crop  was  4  percent  above  1959  and  14  percent  above  average. 

NATIVE  STATES:     The  lamb  crop  of  7,417,000  head  in  the  35  Native  sheep  States  (excludes  the  13 
Western  States)  wa3  3  percent  below  1959,  but  6  percent  above  average.     A  decline  in  both  the 
number  of  breeding  ewes  and  the  lambing  percentage  resulted  in  the  smaller  lamb  crop.     The  number 
of  ewes  1  year  and  older  on  farms  January  1  was  2  percent  below  1959  and  the  number  of  lambs 
saved  per  100  ewes  was  104 — 2  points  below  a  year  earlier.

USDA  Supplements  Report  of  Hog  Slaughter  Statistics: 

On  February  28,  USDA  will  begin  publishing  data  on  separate  barrow  slaughter  and  gilt 
slaughter.  This  information  will  be  obtained  from  a  sample  provided  by  cooperating  federally 
inspected  packers.  The  data  will  be  published  about  4  weeks  after  the  close  of  each  month  in 
this  publication.  It  is  hoped  that  the  addition  of  this  data  to  the  regular  slaughter  infor- 
mation will  help  improve  forecasts  of  hog  supplies. 

Collection  of  the  separate  hog  slaughter  data  began  in  October  1960.  The  following  table 
summarizes  the  data  collected  so  far:

USDA  wishes  to  encourage  the  packing  industry  to  continue  reporting  separate  hog 
slaughter  data.  The  usefulness  and  accuracy  of  all  slaughter  and  meat  production  data 
released  by  the  Department,  depends  upon  the  cooperation  of  packers  in  reporting  accurate 
and  timely  information. 

Users  of  the  new  data  are  cautioned  that  the  exact  relationship  between  the  difference 
in  barrow  and  gilt  slaughter  and  changes  in  the  size  of  the  breeding  herd  are  not  known. 
It  may  be  necessary  to  have  data  for  a  complete  hog  production  cycle  (about  3  to  4  years) 
before  it  may  be  a  useful  tool  for  predicting  future  supplies.   However,  since  some  members 
of  the  industry  have  requested  the  information,  USDA  will  publish  the  data  as  it  becomes 
available.
